New York, November 14. 
Professor Irwin. Edman, 
philosophy department at Columbia 
University, raises some stimulating 
questions in his delightful new 
book, “Philosopher’s Holiday.” He 
thinks that as a general rule, his 


own students tend to become in|} 


later life what they “were in 
essence as sophomores.” This is in 
part borne out, incidentally, by the 
striking experiments conducted at 
Speyer School, a unit of the New 
York City public school system, 
where a sample handful of the very 
bright and the sub-normal children 
of the city in the past two decades 
have been given special treatment 
in their formative years, and their 
further development in later life 
carefully checked. It has been 
found here that children who 
started in the school with intelli- 
gence quotients as high as 160, and 
_ the other groups who began with 
1.Q.’s of 140, 120, etc, as well as 
the sub-normal groups, retained the 
same intelligence grades through 
the years. Moreover} it was found 
that the 130 groups couldn’t be 
tutored into a higher level, and 
similarly the sub-standard classes 
failed to respond to efforts to lift 
them to 120’s. The students who 
first came under observation and 
training in this important experi- 
mental unit are now 24 years of 
age, and according to the directors 
of the school, the man whom they 
continue to test yearly today re- 
mains in respect to intelligence the 
child they worked with twenty-odd 
years ago.

United States Recalls Ambassador to Berlin 


Washington, D.C., November 14.—As a means of indicating the dis- 
approval of the United States at the recent wave of anti-Jewish perse- 
cutions, Hugh Wilson, American Ambassador to Berlin, has been called 
home for what is technically called “report and consultation.” While 
his return is not a recall, it is that in effect. It is not known whether

recalled to Germany.

Germany Makes New Demand on Czechoslovakia 


Prague, November 14—In a formal note addressed to the Prague 
Government, Germany today demanded new territorial concessions from 
the already dismembered Czechoslovakia. The new region demanded, 
the Domazlice region, southwest of Pilsen, which is inhabited almost 
entirely by Czechs, acts as a salient between the Sudeten areas just 
acquired by the Germans and a pure German area. While no reason 
has been given for this latest demand, it is believed the new territory 
is wanted to connect the two German areas.

Vatican City, November 14.—The breach between the Vatican and 
Fascist Italy has been widened by the banning by Italy of marriages be- 
tween “Aryan” and “non-Aryan” Italians, Along with the announcement 
that the Pope had appealed personally to both Premier Mussolini and 
King Vittorio Emanuele to prevent enactment of the statute, came a 


protest of the Church against the new marriage law as a violation of the 
1929 Concordat.

that unemployment is a national 
problem today, Mr. Marsh yes- 
terday afternoon discussed the 
work of the National Unemploy- 
ment Commission before a meet- 
ing of the Social Problems Club 
in Strathcona Hall. 

Stating that the problem of un- 
employment has two aspects, the 
first the question of immediate re- 
lief, and the second ‘the problem of 
removing the causes of unemploy- 
ment, Mr. Marsh said that while the 
unemployment commission 
with both aspects, its primary work 
was with the second aspect of the 
problem. 

After Mr. Marsh's speech plans 
for a membership drive were out- 
lined by the chairman of the mem- 
bership committee, Bernice Levine. 
She declared that although last year 
the total membership of the .club 


‘was 160, the executive saw no reas- 


on why it could not be 250 this 
year, “And that figure has been 
chosen as the goal of our drive,” 
she said, 

Speaking of the question of im- 
mediate relief for the unemployed, 
Mr. Marsh said that relief was a 
municipal responsibility that the 
Federal Government should under- 
take. only ir cases. of extreme need. 
But, he added, there has been an 
unwillingness on the part -of the 
Government to assume its social 
obligations. Part of this unwilling- 
hess came from inadequate statis- 
tics on the subject, he stated. 

Mr. Marsh mentioned that statis- 
tics while they seem to paint a 
dismal picture of the situation also 
serve to make people realize how 
serious the problem really is, In 
Canada, he added, it was not until 
1936 that there were reliable eae 
on ‘the unemployment situation 
said that it was thought that Joon 
land in 1928 was in a bad shape 
as far as unemployment was con- 
cerned, but that events have shown 
the. reason why appearances were 
bad is that England had complete 
Statistics on the situation, “Today 
people are beginning to believe that 
conditions were as bad elsewhere, 
but the figures were not known,” 
he concluded. 

The National Unemployment 
Commisison must not be thought of 
as an administrative body, Mr. 
Marsh said. Its main purpose was 
to act as a fact-finding body, al- 
though, he added, it was in charge 
of the Home Improvement Pro- 
gram. He discussed the report at. 
great length, and advised everyone 
to read it as a really interesting 
work,

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Impressions 
Of 
Czechoslovakia 


Arriving in Praha I was not a little stump- 

ed to find that nobody in the Station spoke 
English and were unable to find any who did. 
The Information man said to find the “imca”. 
Now I knew that the Y.M.C.A. was the place 
to get suitable accommodations meeting with 
American standards. Guides who speak one’s 
own language are also obtainable on request. 
To get to this benevolent organization I went 
around saying “Wo ist der YMCA?” To which 
none.replied and naturally I deduced that the 
minority was not as well treated as’ we have 
been lead to believe. Czechs Have had to speak 
German for 200 years before their liberation 
in 1919. Technically speaking it is a form of 
persecution to discourage a minority’s language, 
yet the Czechs were only human to want to 
get their own back in a modified form. 
# A good idea of the lack of unity before the 
crisis can be seen in the Sokol which is the so- 
called ultra-nationalistic youth - organization. 
Walking with Robert Kreuzinger, a Sudeten 
student of moral philosophy in English, through 
the superb Wald or forest near the capital, we 
saw a group of this club marching under a 
strange flag. “The ensign, or the emblem of 
Slovak independence,” said Bob in answer to 
my query, | 

Jakob Adolph, another of the students spoke 
no English, little French but much Latin, so 
we used to converse in that tongue. For one 
whole afternoon I was able to show the bene- 






| fits of our liberal ARTS education to this man. 


This will I hope settle forever the tiresome 
problem, even if it means an ENGINEERING 
defeat. We held forth on all topics, mainly on 
politics, until on our réturn he said to the Eng- 
lish-speaking Robert, “this Englander is stub- 
born, he just won't see light.” All this because 
I had told him in various shades of degener- 
ate Latin of the advantages of the democratic 
system over the various other conceptions. Lit- 
tle did he realize that he practically had me 
agreeing with him, so stead-fast was he in his 
views. After all, those people in the street 
that would not answer my questions in Ger- 
man. They were the ordinary citizenry and 
perhaps they were illustrating the tendency of 
a long suppressed people to getting their own 
back on the conqueror race. 

Robert would be called a moderate pro- 
Hitlerite. He was the scholarly type and dis- 
liked any decisive action. After having been 
to a well-performed German movie we discuss- 
ed the lot of Germans in this state. He said be- 
fore the war his family were fairly well off, now 
it was a struggle to send him to college. To get 
his Ph.D. he was supposed to study in London 
for a year, but this was out of the question 
because of the low monetary value of the Krone 
—only 3.4 cents, In Praha at the German col- 
lege he paid only 900-1000 Krone per-annum. 
whereas in London he'd be lucky if he could 
make seven pounds stretch out a month. Sal- 
aries were higher in Germany. To a college 
graduate this meant something. He could have 
more money for his education. Were he among 
his own people there would be no discrimina- 
tion against him. Certainly, he won me over 
to his point of view. Plebiscites are still, to my 
mind. the best means of determination, 

From the sight-seeing angle I can hardly 
say that I have seen Praha. For these Sudetens 
would not permit me to see the Czech side of its 
wonders sufficiently to know it the way 1 
should. We did look at the famous old church 
that has an ancient clock. This chronometer has 
a regular procession at every quarter of the 
twelve-hours run. Twelve apostles appear, 
make their bow to society, while a death's head 
checks them off by a nod of its head. During 
the few minutes that the crowd paused to 


watch the spectacle the Government had some 


patriotic speakers harangue public opinion to 


,its way of thinking. Then a mass of Sokols 


passed singing a loud song and behind all this 
the saints looked and no doubt sighed at the 
sad fate of CHRISTENDOM. 

Against the beautiful back-ground of the 
Elbe I saw the traditional costume of this one- 
time province of the Austrian Empire. A 
mother and daughter had on at least fifteen 
skirts apiece—no, I did not count them, you 
mathematical-exactitude-experts—and the vest- 
like dress-top completed the revival of a by- 
gone time, The two women wore identical cos- 
tumes. On can’t say that they were of fine 
lace or of any finé matérial as they were work- 
ing women’s garb, And quite different from 
any of thé surrounding countries costumes. : 

Often one hears of the morose spirit of the 
Slavic philosophy of life and that this is easily 
perceptible in their faces. Well, only once did 
I notice this. ‘It was an automat, common things 
in Europe where one has to eat in spite of lin- 
guistic difficulties. Strangely enough it is not 
the tourists that frequent them most. You never 
will realize the impossibility of ordering in 
Czech if you have never tried it. For example 
I asked for four soups one noon thinking I had 
a well-balanced meal. As I was saying, in an 
automat I tried unsuccessfully to order milk, 
“mlek6” in their lingo, and not pronounced the 
way its spelt. Making a fool of myself was not 


hard, but it is not complimentary to a language 


to stutter over it, and on my seventh attempt 
I felt its presénce. Looking behind me was a 
Bohemian wih. the most awe-inspiring scowl, 
glowering at me with murderous intent, I or- 
dered wine. ~ 
At the “studénténheim” on my final night 
I made the rounds and while I was welcomed 


to évéry room I noticéd that at the heads of: 


their. beds in place of the customary religious 
picture that all south-Europeans should have, 
most of the boys had néwspaper clippings and 
photos of Konrad Hénlein. This may well serve 
as a portent to réligious circles of the new faiths 
of Germans. Some students spoke to me with 
ill-concealed sneers about my beloved demo- 
cracy, Others just drank good Pilsner and let 
the problem be settled by circumstance, Still 
others- pointed out that the world forced the 
minority question on Czechoslovakia by giving 
her more than she asked for in the peace treaty, 


But they all said that Hitler could not take back 
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‘the lost lands without appropriating more than 
just German-settled territory for they are “in- 
sel” or are islanded and often completely sur- 
rounded by Czechs. 

None thought that it would be possible to 
make the new country into a confederation of 
states, like Switzerland. Yet I think for the 
welfare of the unhappy state, that this would 
be the best thing for her. Not being Chamber- 
Jain I would not know the true and complete 
facts of the situation. He is probably right in 
saying that it is better to live for one’s own 
country than to die for another’s.

THE MEXICAN REVOLUTION 
GOES TO SCHOOL, 
It’s a dull day that doesn’t see. 
a student riot at the U. of 
Mexico, ..,. : | 
Tired of going to school? Don't 
like your prof? Then STRIKE! 
That's the way it's done at the 
University of Mexico where dis- 
cipline means nothing and it’s a dull 
day without a student riot. 
The lack of discipline in the 
schools is an example of the lack 
of discipline that has prevailed in 


all Mexico since. the revolution | 


ending the Diaz regime in 1910 
when the commoners and soldiers 
took charge, Their policy of de- 
struction was based on the nihilist 
philosophy of “Down with Every- 
thing!” It was not merely a politi- 
cal revolution—it was a revolt on 
the Bolshevik order, bent on the 
destruction of every existing tra- 
dition and principle: religion and 
‘liberty, as well as capitalism, It 
has so. torn down the moral, reli-

gious, and social principles of 
civilization that the very founda- 
tions beneath Mexico are shaking. 

Work of another sort is in pro- 
gress, also, but it is the ‘construc- 
tive re-organization work: which 
takes much time. In 1911 the in- 
telligent youth of Mexico realized 
that they must oppose the admin- 
istration which seemed likely to 
ruin their country. Wealth distinc- 
tions disappeared and a new respect 
for-intelligence and learning grew. 
This intelligent faction is yet strug- 
gling for independence. Although 
the University is still under gov- 
ernment control, they have pro- 
gressed enough to obtain some 
amount of teaching freedom. This 
is not true of the lower schools 
where instead of “Good morning, 
teacher,” the children say, “There 
is no God.” Then the teacher, who 
was reared often in a Roman 
Catholic home and probably still 
treasures his secret religion, replies; 
“There has never been a God,” | 

There are Socialists and Com- 


munists among the youth of Mexico, | 


but I find them to be in the min- 
ority. They make a great deal of 
the noise, however. It is this noise 
which gives so many false impres- 
sions of Mexican youth. Even this 
minority group must be divided, 
some are true idealists, and others 
are using their student status as a 
stepping-stone into politics, and 
these have the support of the gov- 
ernment. The rest, the vas! ma- 
jority, are intensely patriotic but 
definitely against the present ad- 
ministration. 

Did someone call me a liar? Of 
course I know that the newspapers 
of our country reported that the 
students paraded after the oil ex- 
propriation to show their approval 
of the action. I also know that 
there are huge manifestaciones 
every week or so. But do you 
know that those students either had 
to parade or pay a sizeable fine? 
And what student in any country 
has money to waste on fines? 

An important agent in combating 
Socialistic and Communistic ideas 
and propaganda is the Catholic 
home influence, for while religion 
is outlawed in Mexico, it is not 
dead. On the contrary, persecution 
has brought the liberal and conser- 
vative church elements together in 


common outrage at the wholesale 


violation. So: Catholicism has been 
strengthened. The bad effects are on 
those who/are now children and 
the weaker ones of our generation; 
denial of the church means denial 
of morals codes,to many of these, 
In social habits Mexico has 
changed a great deal in these past 


years. It is accepting more of the 


United States ideas and customs, 
especially in regard to girls, who 
formerly had absolutely no freedom. 
Now all the schols are made co- 
educational by law, and less dis- 
tinction is shown between. profes- 
sional men and women than is in 
the States. Twenty years ago a girl 
didn’t work outside the home at all. 
She never went out on the street 
alone. It has been only in the past 
few years that she could have dates 
without chaperone. 

Supervised athletics for boys and 
girls together has done much to 
weaken old ideas of propriety, while 
strengthening the bodies and minds 
of the youths. Now, too, there is 
a much more sportsmanlike atti- 
tude; football and other foreign 
games are played with comparative 
peace, In the:old days every contest 
ended in a free-for-all. 

I talked to a number of persons, 
all Mexicans, while I was gathering 
material for this article. Only ‘one 
man dared tc tell me the truth in 
plain words—the others evaded the 
issue, for they were afraid, and 
reasonably so. 
is the worst indictment of the gov- 
ernment. For obvious reasons, it is 
impossible for me to reveal the 
name of my informant, who is a 
brilliant and internationally famous 
man. 

He told me this last of all: “Be- 
fore very long, there will be a 
change. Step by step,-this admin- 
istration is driving all the wealth 
from Mexico—soon the people will 
become hungry. Then comes revo- 
lution.” : | 

For the sake of all that remains 
of honesty and integrity in the 
Mexican people, I for one, sincerely 
hope so.
